COMMITTEE ON WORKS OF ART 


December 14, 1962 


The meeting of the Committee on Works of Art was held at the Gallery 
at 10:30. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Finley, the other members 
present being Messrs. Hamilton, Glover, Eiuu, Wilson and Gray. ^The Secretary 
and Assistant Secretary were also present. 4- TlU. TTj'z, 7^ 

The Committee accepted the following offers of gift: 

(1) . Alice Farley Williams’ unrestricted gift of two engraved book 
plates with the arms of Harvard College by Nathaniel Hurd which were valued 
at $25.00 each. 

(2) . Mr. Robert Halsband’s unrestricted gift of the drawing by Arthur B. 
Davies, Study for "Stars, Dews, and Dreams of Night ”. The drawing will be lent 
to its former owner for a period of one year. 

The Committee declined the offer of a watercolor by Rainey Bennett, 

Fanciful Forest , offered as a gift by the Women's Committee. 

In this connection, the Chairman, Mr. Finleyj was asked to inform both 
Mrs. Folger, the Chairman of the Women’s Committee, and Mrs. van Roijen, the 
donor of the money in the Women’s Committee purchase fund, of the action of 
the Committee. He was to advise the ladies that no work of art should be 
submitted for consideration of acquisition that was not previously endorsed 
by the Gallery's staff. 

Consideration was given to the purchase of William J. Hubard's The Angler - 
a portrait of Charles W. Lanman - offered by Mr. George Katsafouros at $2,500. 
The Director suggested that the Women's Committee might possibly be interested 
in participating in the purchase, if the Committee did not wish to acquire the 
work from Gallery funds. The Committee felt that as the Gallery already owned 
one example of this painter's work, it was not important to acquire a second 
example, but that if either the owner would accept a lower price of $1,500, or 
the Women's Committee were interested in participating, the sum of $1,500 could 
be applied to its acquisition. The Director was authorized to ascertain the 
interest, if any, of the Women's Committee in this proposition. 

The Committee examined and approved the acquisition of the following list¬ 
ed paintings from the 28th Biennial, if these pictures were acquired by The Ford 
Foundation and offered to the Gallery as acquisitions:

The Committee considered other possible purchases from the Biennial, but 
decided that inasmuch as the Gallery’s collection might be increased by some 
seven paintings through the Friends and The Ford Foundation, no further ac¬ 
quisitions seemed desirable. 

The Committee, however, did authorize the Director to affect the exchange 
of 61-4 by Teiji Takai for the better painting by the same artist in the Bien¬ 
nial entitled Aka and to compensate the artist by a check for $200.00. 

The Committee approved the scheduling of an exhibition of contemporary 
Belgian painting. 

The Committee was notified that a grant of $17,663.81 was received from 
an anonymous donor to complete the equipping of the Ceramics Department of the 
Art School. 

No substantial progress since the last meeting of the Committee on Works 
of Art on the matter of the acquisition of the Halpert Collection can be re¬ 
ported. The Gallery's Counsel and the Director are in frequent touch with Mrs. 
Halpert and it is hoped that a report indicating progress can be made shortly.

William Ranney, Painter of the Early West , by Francis S. Grubar, 128 

pages (separate cover), 29 illustrations (2 in color). The cata¬ 
logue for the retrospective exhibition of the works of William 
Ranney held from October 5 - November 11, 1962, printed by Clark¬ 
son N. Potter, Inc., Publisher, New York, in an edition of 2,000 
(paper-bound) at a cost of $1.35 each, selling at $3.50 per copy. 

Of this edition the Detroit Institute of Arts and the Dallas Muse¬ 
um of Fine Arts (participating institutions in the exhibition) as¬ 
sumed the cost of 200 copies each at $1.50 per copy. The publisher 
printed a hard-back trade edition on which the Gallery will receive 
a royalty of 10% on the first 5,000 copies, 12% on the next 5,000 
copies, and 15% thereafter, all on the retail price of $7.50. There 
is a recent rumor current in the trade that this firm is going out 
of business. 

Sixteen German Artists , with introduction by John Anthony Thwaites, 24 
pages (separate cover with colored illustration), 16 illustrations 
(4 in color). The catalogue for the exhibition held from November 
28 - December 30, 1962, printed in Germany by Brttder Hartmann, Ber¬ 
lin, in an edition of 2,500 at a total cost of $2,282.50, including 
a separate original woodcut, The Couple , by HAP Grieshaber. The 
catalogue without the woodcut sold at $1.50; with the woodcut, at 
$2.00. The woodcut alone sold at $1.00. Five of the museums par¬ 
ticipating in the exhibition are taking 200 catalogues each, one 
museum, 50, making a total of 1,050.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the following 
report covering the period October 1 through December 31, 1962. 

Preparations for the special events during the fall took nearly all the 
time of the maintenance staff. However, two worthwhile improvements were 
accomplished during this period. Much of the material and equipment stored in the 
front basement was moved to suitable areas in the sub-basement. A large enclosure 
in the north end of the front basement was built to keep maintenance equipment, etc. 
out of sight. The entire front basement area was repainted with enamel paint making 
this whole area considerably more presentable. 

The question of the paint shop in the basement *hich has concerned Mr. 
Holmes, our insurance agent, for some time has been resolved. According to the 
instructions of the Insurance Rating Bureau, it will not be necessary to relocate 
the paint shop as long as we keep our supplies of paint in metal lockers. The 
Superintendent will purchase the necessary lockers from a surplus store. 

The American prints room (Gallery 1:3) was conpletely renovated by the 
installation of masonite sheathing to a height of 10 feet. This has added some 
35 feet of hanging space by covering up the window wall. The whole area was 
completely repainted. 
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In November, a contract was signed with Davis, Wick, Associates, Inc., 
to construct the kiln enclosure in the courtyard according to Nr. Waldron 
Faulkner's plans. The cost of this will be $5,896.00. Work on the construction 
had to be held back until the gas kiln arrived early in January.

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the following report on 
activities and progress of this department covering the period from October 
1 through December 31, 1962 . 

1. MEMBERSHIP 

As of December 31, 1962, Membership income and the number of Members in the 
Association is at an all time high viith a total of $56,608.95 in Membership 
dues as compared to $50,070.20 on December 31, 1961. 

The September mass mailing of some UO,000 pieces and the interesting and 
diversified program offered for the 1962-63 are the reason for the increase 
of $6,596.26 this year. 

2. PUBLICATIONS DESK 

A decline of $567.30 between the gross income of $7,385.UO for this period in 
1961 and $6,818.37 in 1962 must be recorded and attributed to the sale in 1961 
of $1,110.00 worth of Civil War catalogues, priced at $U«00 per copy. 

The ordering of Christmas cards for the Publications Desk this year was not done 
as competently as in the previous year by the Sales Assistant who resigned in 
the summer of 1962. The supply was completely exhausted shortly before the hol¬ 
idays when it was too late to re-order. This should be avoided for the coming 
year and a larger quantity of better quality cards must be stocked. 

Henry Hecht's idea of stocking original works of ceramics, jewelry and Christmas 
cards, distributed exclusively by the Corcoran Gallery has proved successful 
with an upward trend in sales each month since it started. 

3. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 


With the beginning of the 1962-63 season the Corcoran Gallery decided to take a 
10% commission on sales made from these exhibitions. So far two works were sold 
from the Rudolf von Huhn, October 9 - November U, and the Robert Gates, November 
13 - December 9, exhibitions producing a total of $110.50 in commission fees. 

The Ed McGowin show, December 18 - January 13, showed no sales at the end of this 
period. A detailed report is attached. 









U. PUBLICITY 

Abundant press coverage was the result of the 10 releases issued to the local 
and national press during these three months. Activities at the Corcoran Gal¬ 
lery were mentioned no less than 65 times, not only by the local and national 
press but also in several European newspapers and art publications. A detail¬ 
ed report is attached. 

5. ART RENTAL SERVICE 

The Art Rental Service re-opened on October 2nd after the summer closing and 
total income from rentals, commissions and overdue charges for the last three 
months of the year amounted to $1667.U5* Together with the previous earnings 
of $2882.10 since the opening of the Rental Service in March, total income 
has been $U5U9.55 for nine months. 

In the last three months of 1962 works in the amount of $3017 were sold through 
the Art Rental Service, representing commissions due the Corcoran Gallery of 
$180.U5. In addition 13 Annual Single, 8 Annual Double and 1 Contributing Mem¬ 
bership are the direct result of the Rental Service, for the period covered by 
this report. A detailed report is attached.

WOMEN'S COMMITTEE OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 




Minutes of the Meeting 
November 27, 1962 


The meeting was called to order at 10:45 a.m. by the chairman, Mrs. Folger. 

Present were Mesdames Block, Buchanan, Burling, Denby, Faulkner, Fleming, Folger, 
Glenn, Hensel, Hunnicutt, Jarman, Karrick, Lippitt, Littlehales, Lloyd, Macondray, 
Magnuson, Moorman, Nelson, Osgood, Parker, Patterson, Quandt, Rockwood, Russell, 
Sarnoff, Simmons, Slidell, Todd, Van Roijen, Walsh, and Winslow. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved with two corrections: Mr. 
Donelson F. Hoopes name -i had been spelled incorrectly and his title is: Curator 
of Exhibitions. 

Director's Report : Mr. Williams greeted the Committee but gave no report. Later 
he talked about needs of acquisitions for the Gallery. 

Art Purchase Committee : Mrs. Van Roijen, chairman, spoke of her search in New 
York for a painting by a contemporary American artist and displayed work of Rene 
Bennett for consideration. Discussion followed regarding the selection as a gift 
to the Gallery. A motion was made by Mrs. Hensel to submit one or more paintings 
to the Director and Board of Trustees for approval. Mrs. Rockwood seconded. 

Mrs. Nelson asked that the Director be specific as to -what is wanted. Mr. Williams 
talked about drawings and water colors the Women's Committee might purchase as 
gifts. He stated that the Friends of the Gallery are buying modern oil paintings. 

Art Tour Report : Mrs. Magnuson, chairman of the Tour, reported that approximately 
$900 had been made, but that all expenses were not yet in. Discussion followed 
to consider whether a Tour next year is worthwhile. This is to be voted on at 
the January meeting. 

Ball Committee : Co-Chairmen are Mrs. Burling and Mrs. Van Roijen. The date for 
the ball is April 26. 

Hospitality Committee : No report. 

House Committee : No report. 

Lecture Committee : Mrs. Simmons reported for the chairman, Mrs. Acheson, that at 
the first lecture there were 30 empty seats, although 251 tickets had been sold 
and the Auditorium seats only 192. Mrs. Lloyd suggested that those who cannot 
use their tickets might return them to the Gallery or to the committee chairman 
so that the tickets could be re-sold. 

Picture of the Month Committee: No report. 












Publicity : Mrs. Kluge reported that articles had appeared in the STAR, POST, 
GEORGETOWNER and Virginia papers on the Art Tour. She found newspapers coopera¬ 
tive in giving space but considering competition in cultural circles for news¬ 
worthy material, the committee found the newspapers have limited interest in 
"house tours," Also, those who exhibit homes are not interested in publicity. 

The tours have not been very profitable in recent years, so, considering the work 
and the small return, the committee feels the time and effort could be given to 
a more profitable project. 

Mrs. Simmons reported on the tour of the Corcoran Gallery of Art and the luncheon 
given for the ladies from the Canadian National Gallery of Ottawa, Canada. Mrs. 
Rockwood made a motion that the Women's Committee of the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
pay for the luncheon (it had been underwritten by four of our members). Mrs. 
Magnuson seconded the motion. 

A letter of resignation from Mrs. Hardin was read. Mrs. Magnuson moved that a 
letter of regret be written. Mrs. Karrick seconded. 

The meeting adjourned for Mr. Hoopes lecture and to view the new acquisitions of 
the Gallery.
